growth, and to apprehend any person who 
maybe guilty of causing such fires; nnd in 
the performnnce of these duties such officers 
.may cull to tltelr aid such persons within the 
state as they tuny docm necessary. All for*» 
eat officers and all peace officers within the 
state are ntnpowcrcd and required to arrest 
persona found trespassing upon the wood- 
lands of the state, culling or destroying Mm- 
her, setting fires, etc., ami to institute actions 
for the punishment ot such persons.

the 
provisions of 


this act no appropriation was nmde on the 
part of the state, but each county Is allowed 
to expend for local uses, not to e*cood one 
hundred dollars per annum. The act, a? it 
pi&ied the house, contained an appropriation 
of siv thousand dollars, but on filial passcge 
in the senate, the appropriation was cut off, it 
appe«r!ng that the state bad no fnnd, avail- 
able for this put pose.

cms! the p&bsige of an act entitled, "An act 
directing the erection »ml maintenance of 
notices to extinguish camp-fires." It provides 
that it shall be the duty of the board of coun« 
ty commissioaers of each county in this state, 
within thiily days after the passage ot this 
act, to cause to be erected in a conspicuous 
place at the side of each and evety traveled 
highway entering any caHon of tbe mountains, 
and at suitable distances alongside tbe main 
haveled highways throughout the state, n 
notice In large letters, substantially in the 
following forui, to wit:

While the forestry laws enacted at the late 


session of our general assembly are not all that 
could be wished for, there Is rent on to belief e 
tbat they Will accomplish • much good, and 
very likely prepw-e the way for better and 
more effective laws In the future. 


Tbe principal act relating to this subject is 


entitled "An Act relating to Woodlands nod 
Forestry Jn Colorado, and to create a Forest 
Commission for said State." The first sec 
tion provides that all lands now owned or con- 
trolled, or which may be hereafter owned or 
controlled by the state of Colorado, and which 
•re new, or shall hereafter be, covered wllli 
forest growth or devoted to foreat uses, are, 
for the purposes of ihls act, declared to be 
Woodlands. 


Sections two »nd three provide for the ap- 


pointing of a state forest commissioner and 
giv» him an office at the capital, where his 
official records are to be kept 


Another section gives the forest commii- 


sionor tbe care of the woodlands ot the state, 
such lands to be duly located and recorded. 
Tbe forest cornmfasloner Is nho required tu 
make and publish icasonablo rules and regu- 
lations for the prevention of trespass upon 
woodlands, for the pre\ent!oni»r>d extinguish' 
meat of fires thereon, and for tbe.consfivatlon 
of forest growth. He is farlliBr required lo 
promote, as far as possible, the extension of 
the fnre»t ares eiicour»go' tbe planting of 
trees ind preset vc the sources ot water supply.
